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The different inventions are: 

1 . Claims 1-22 directed to a method of determining near field radiation characteristics of a radiating device from a 
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radiation characteristics of a radiating device, the boundary between the far and near field radiation and the 
displacement of a point in space relative to the closest point on the radiating device. 
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
